NEARLY HALF A CENTURY. 


Forty-seven yeais ago yesterday— 


on May 3, 18i>-i—Dr. G. ... Bowen 
opened an office for the practice of 
medicine in Fort Wayne, and is now 
beginning the forty-eighth year of 
his unbroken professional career in 
his city. Mr. Bowen comes from a 
amily remarkable in many respects. 
His father was an American, tracing 
lis lineage to three brothel s who 
came from Manchester, Eng., in the

Scranton, Pa., May 4.—George K. 


Van Horn, the murderer of Mrs. 
Josephine Wescott, was hanged in 
one of the corridois of the Lacka- 
wanna county jail this morning, the 
drop falling at 10:03^ o'clock. 


Van Horn met his fate calmly. In 


a statement left by him, he says he 
owes his terrible ending to a life of 
vice. 


Mrs. 
Josephine Wescott was mur- 


dered at her home in this city on the 
evening of August 28, 1896. She 
kept a boarding house, and Van 
Horn had boarded with her. 


On July 21, Mrs. Wescott caused 


his arrest for the larceny of jewelry 
and cash from one of the rooms of 
the house. He threatened he would 
kill her. After being in jail a week, 
Mrs. Wescott, through his pleadings, 
relented and had him released. On 
the night of the murder he secreted 
himself in the cellar of the house and 
when Mrs. Wescott came down to get 
some potatoes for the next morning's 
meal, Van Horn pounced upon her 
and cut her throat. 


He then fled. Mrs. Wescott died 


the next morning. 
Nothing 
was 


heard of Van Horn until July 7, 
1807, when he was captured in a 
lumber camp near Wadena, Iowa. 


THE COUNCIL TALKS OF 
GAS. 


MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE 


OF THE WHOLE. 


A Special Committee of Five Will 


Meet and Submit Questions to 


H. C. Paul Soon. 


Washington, May 4.—An official 


statement is made at the Germati 
embassy that strict instructions wera 
given to the German consul at Apia. 
Samoa, to join with his colleagues. 
American and British, in a procla- 
mation for the suspension of hostili- 
ties until the arrival of the Samoan 
commission. 


Under these circumstances, the offi- 


cials are at a loss to account for the 
press report coming via Auckland 
that the Germans refuse to join in 
the proclamation, and are inclined to 
attribute it to anti-German influ- 
ences. The proclamation was to be 
addressed to the natives, and as the 
American, British and German rep- 
resentatives were to issue the proc- 
lamation, all parties in interest, na- 
tive and foreign, would be reached 
by tht proclamation. 


The recent reports from Auckland 


that natives are menacing the out- 
skirts of Apia are not understood as 
the instructions given to the German 
consul are such that it is a point of 
honor with him to see that the na- 
tives refrain from aggressive move- 
ments pending the arrival of the 
commissioners. 


At the British embassy no advices 


have been received concerning 
the 


reported refusal of the Germans to 
join in the proclamation. 


Mr. Tower, the British charge, saw 


Secretary Hay to-day and this was 
understood to have been among the 
matters discussed. 


The interest which London is he- 


ginning to take in the Samoan ques- 
tion is indicated by the arrival here 
of Mr. John George Leigh, of the 
London Times, who stopped here to 
meet officials before proceeding to 
Samoa. 


It is said he will be the first rep- 


resentative of a British paper there.

part of those officials of the war de- 
partment whose business it was to 
see that only good meat was provid- 
ed. Radical reform in the war de- 
partment is absolutely 
essential. 


Methods and men alike must be 
changed before public confidence can 
be re-established. 
Legislation, as 


well as executive action, will be 
necesary to work the revolution that 
is demanded. Fortunately, political 
considerations in this case sustain 
the demand for reform. The war de- 
partment is the weak spot in the 
McKinley administration.

McKim icceived the approved plans 
for the ^immense freight depot that 
the Pennsylvania company proposes 
to erect in this city, upon the site of 
the present freight house. The style 
of architecture and size of building 
has not been materially changed 
from the original plans gotten up 
three years age and described in 
these columns at the time. 
The 


building will have a frontage of 
nearly 200 feet, with offices on the 
Clinton street side and entrance for 
the five spur tracks at the east end. 
All freight will be loaded and un- 
loaded inside the building, where ev- 
ery arrangement for facilitating the 
handling of goods will be made. Oil 
both sides of the building there will 
be outer platforms for receiving and 
delivering freight to wagons and 
trucks. In order to make room for 
the building, the brass foundry, part 
of the machine shop and part of the 
round house will have to be torn 
down. When this is done the round 
house will be moved to the east 
yards, where ground has been set 
aside 
for 
it. 
and 
an addition 


to the shops, on the northwest 
corner 
will 
be made. 
It 
is 


not decided what disposition will 
be made of the brass foundry, which 
is a veiy impoitant adjunct to the 
works. 
The foundation for an im- 


mense brass foundry at Altoona, Pa., 
is now in and the brick work has al- 
ready commenced. It is thought by 
some that when this building has 
been completed and equipped the 
brass pieces used at the Fort Wayne 
shops will also be made there. There 
are at present, includding the fore- 


man, 
fourteen men employed in the 


brass foundry of the shops. Not- 
withstanding tlie approval of the 
freight house plans,there is no assur- 
ance that the work of building will 
be taken up soon. In fact, it is be- 
lieved that nothing will be done in 
that direction the present year, and 
possibly not for two or three years. 
But it is coming some time.
